EJ featured in downstate press 


Thanks to the Grand Rapids Press, East Jordan 
is now knownas “the fastest growing little city in 
the state.” 

The GR Press featured East Jordan in an article 
on recent population changes in the state. 

Citing a U.S. census estimate, the article re- 
ported an increase of 450 residents between 1990 
and 1992, bringing East Jordan’s population to 
2,694. The 20.3 percent increase put East Jordan 
at the top of the growth list for all size cities in the 
State. 

State demographer Ching-Li Wang was one 
source of information for the article. He reported 


that large cities such as Detroit and Flint continue 
to lose population to the suburbs, while smaller 
cities, such as Novi and Troy continue to gain. 

The article, published during the last week of 
Feb., quoted Mayor Russ Peck. Peck theorized 
that the growth is due to “a big up-swing at the 
city’s main employer, the East Jordan Iron 
Works.” Peck also told the Press that the beauty 
of the area was a factor in attracting new resi- 
dents. 

Other central and northern Michigan cities that 
made the top ten list were Harrison, White Cloud, 
Whittemore and Grayling.

Before adjourning for 1993, the legislature finished 
its task of passing a comprehensive property tax/ 
school finance reform package. The action was a 
follow-up to the August bill that eliminated property 
taxes as a source of school funding. 

The final package is extremely complex. It took 26 
bills and a Joint Resolution to enact the Ballot Pro- 
posal A and the backup statutory plan. The two plans 
represent compromises that continued as special in- 
terest groups voiced objections. 

The proposals provide for a March 15 special elec- 
tion vote on a constitutional amendment. Unlike past 
proposals, if this constitutional amendment fails, there 
is a backup statutory plan already in place. 

A bewildering array of questions have arisen in the 
struggle to understand the ultimate effect of each. 

Amidst all the confusion, there are important differ- 
ences between the two plans. 


@ Property tax 


Both plans will assign a 24-mill tax to non-home- 
Stead properties. Proposal A taxes homesteads at 6 
mills and the statutory plan will tax homesteads at 12 
mills. 

Headlee will still be applied to the millages. 

House Speaker Curtis Hertel (D-Detroit) and Rep- 
resentative Maxine Berman (D-Southfield) assert that 
millage will be much higher in many cases. They have 
complained to the State Treasury Department that 
millages listed on both plans are misleading. 

Central Lake Superintendentof Schools Lary Blamer 
agrees. 

“Schools will get the guaranteed basic grant per 
pupil only if local voters support increase of the 
millage,” Blamer said. “Under the backup plan, it will 
mean asking fora little over 4 mills. With Proposal A 
we’ ll be asking 18 mills. It’s hard for me to generate 
enthusiasm for either plan.” 

Proposal A includes two extras not found in the 
backup plan: a cap on assessments at five percent or 
the rate of inflation, whichever is less, and a constitu- 
tional amendment requiring a three-quarter vote in 
both houses to change the 6-mill property tax. 

The Michigan Farm Bureau supports Proposal A.

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School finance reform: choices are complex 


The farm lobby speared the legislature to ease 
restrictions on agricultural property, so now virtually 
all farmland will be taxed at the same rate as home- 
steads, with the passage of Proposal A. 

The Michigan Municipal League, an association of 
cities and villages, opposes Proposal A. The MML 
claims that higher state spending for schools under the 
proposal and the effect of Headlee will diminish funds 
previously ear-marked for municipalities. 


Mi Income tax 


The rate under Proposal A decreases from 4.6 
percent to 4.4 percent. The backup plan increases the 
rate to 6 percent, giving Michigan the dubious distinc- 
tion of having the highest income tax rate in the 
country. 

State Representative H. Lynn Jondahl (D-Okemos) 
is campaigning for the income tax increase. Jondahl 
supports the “more stable mix of revenue sources” 
provided by the backup plan. He also noted that 
income tax is deductible, while sales tax is not. 

Other supporters of the backup plan call income 
taxes fair because they are based on the ability to pay. 

Michigan National Federation of Independent Busi- 
ness is opposed to the increase. 

“Small businesses cannot take both an income tax 
and business tax increase,” said an MNFIB represen- 
tative. “While we need to adequately fund education, 
it should not be done at the expense of Michigan’s 
economic health.” 

Michigan Educators Association and other state 
employees groups support the income tax increase 
over the sales tax increase. Retired state employees 
(presently 123,000 of them) pay no state income tax 
on pensions. 

Personal exemptions would remain at the present 
figure of $2,100 per person with a senior exemption 
of $3,000 under Proposal A. The backup plan in- 
creases exemptions to $3,000 per person with a senior 
exemption of $3,900. 


@ Sales/use tax 


Proposal A will include a constitutional amend- 
ment raising the Michigan sales tax from 4 percent to 
6 percent. The increase will be constitutionally desig- 
nated for school funding. The backup plan does not 
affect the present sales tax. 

Hertel called the sales tax increase “regressive.” 
His argument is that the sales tax will impact lower 
and middle class families who spend a greaterincome 
percentage on taxable goods. 

Both State Senator George McManus (R-Traverse 
City) and Representative Beverly Bodem (R-Alpena) 
support the increase. 

“‘Youcan control your purchases, but the legislature 
controls the income tax,” said Bodem. “Senior citi- 
zens and those with low income make their biggest 
purchases in food and medications, which aren’t 
taxed.” 

State Treasurer Douglas B. Roberts noted that tour- 
ists will make contributions to schools every time 
they pay for a hotel room, have a drink or make a 
purchase.

Smokers get stuck in either plan. The backup con- 
tains a tax increase from 25 to 40 cents per pack and 
anew 16 percent (of wholesale) tax on non-cigarette 
tobacco products. 

Proposal A increases tax per pack to 75 cents and 
includes the same non-cigarette tobacco products tax 
as the backup plan. 

Health organizations have lined up behind Proposal 
A. 

“Frequently voters look for a reason to vote for or 
against a complicated ballot proposal,” said W. Peter 
McCabe, MD, chair of the Michigan State Medical 
Society. “For many of us physicians who see the 
ravages of cigarette smoking every day, this issue 
alone will be enough to make that determination.” 

The American Lung Association released figures 
estimating that 29,000 fewer teens in Michigan will 
smoke if the 50-cent cigarette tax increase in Proposal 
A is adopted. 

House Speaker Hertel is a critic of the tax. 

“Relying ontobacco tax revenues for schools makes 
no sense when at the same time our state is spending 
millions to discourage smoking,” Hertel wrote. 


@ Other features 


Both plans include an increase in homestead credit 
for renters so that 20 percent of rent paid is considered 
property taxes, up from 17 percent. 

Legislators folded to pressure from the real estate 
industry to limit the increase on the transfer tax in both 
plans. Instead of the original one or two percent 
increase, the tax is now increased 0.75 percent. This 
amounts to $8.60 per $1000. 

‘“‘We’re not pleased with either plan,” said East 
Jordan School Superintendent Chip Hansen. “Both 
are potentially dangerous for schools. There aren’t 
enough guarentees that Lansing won’t continue to 
manipulate funds.” 

State Senator Jack Welborn (Republican, 
Kalamazoo) claims that neither plan will impede 
legislative special interests from redistributing money. 

The question uppermost in many minds is “which 
plan will cost me the least?” Depending on where the 
individual lives, how much they earn, how often they 
buy a car, whether or not they smoke, whether they 
rent or own a home and how often they sell property, 
the final answer may vary. 


But then again, it may be six one way, half adozen 
the other.

Located just south of Charlevoix on fifty scenic 
acres, the historic buildings and grounds will host a 
varsity of activities to serve children, youth, families, 
and communities of Charlevoix county and the sur- 
rounding area. 


Over the past few months, a group of community 
leaders committed to purchase the property to create 
the Community Center. This undertaking will requite 
tremendous financial support to see this beneficial 
project become reality. 

Immediate needs include raising $300,000 in dona- 
tions and pledges by May 15, to meet the down 
payment and necessary repairs to ready the facilities 
for summer activities. 

By Sept. 1, the group must raise an additional $1.1 
million in pledges and donations to further renovate 
the buildings. 

Total expenses over the next three years will reach 
$2.5 million.

About thatsame time, my dad Hughand his brother, 
Harrison were orphaned by the death of their father, 
Norvell. 

Dad, 16, and Harrison, 17 had moved in with their 
Spence neighbors. 

This had been prearranged by their late mother 
Hannah Savage Churchill, prior to her death in 1894. 
Decima Spence Wilson, tells me that she thought of 
them as brothers till she reached age 13. Dad and 
Harry, as Harrison was called, worked in the Dakota 
wheat fields in summer and lumber camps in the 
winter. 

It was customary in those days for the lumber camps 
to give you a free supper, a night’s lodging and set you 
up with a nice breakfast, whether you got work or not. 
So the boys stayed at the camp on North Fox for a 
night and were picked up by the Harris brothers in 
their fishing boat the next moming. 

The Churchill Brothers were known as good work- 
ers, so they never stayed unemployed for long.

A new state law regulating the placement of 
ice shanties for fishing on public waters will take 
effect on April 1 and contains major changes in 
requirements and oversight. 
' “This new legislation will address long-stand- 
ing concerns of local units of government re- 
garding the safety of water bodies within their 
jurisdiction, while providing ice anglers with 
definite guidelines to follow as they participate 
in this type of sport fishing,” Department of 
Natural Resources Roland Harmes said. 

Anglers will be required to have the name and 
address of the owner permanently affixed to all 
sides of the shanty in legible letters not less than 
2 inches in height. It will no longer be permis- 
sible to place the information on a board of 
similar material and then attach the board to the 
shanty. 

Shanties placed on waters in Antrim, Kalkaska, 
Charlevoix and surrounding counties or waters 
of the Great Lakes adjacent to these counties, 


New law regulates ice shanties 
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must be removed by midnight of March 15 of 
each year. 

After that date, a shanty may be used in 
fishing but must be removed at the conclusion 
of each day’s fishing activity. In all cases, 
shanties must be removed earlier if ice condi- 
tions become unsafe. 

Inan effort to make the use of ice shanties as 
uniform as possible across the state, the new 
law prohibits a local unit of government from 
regulating the placement, use, marking or 
removal of ice shanties, and will void any 
ordinances, rules or regulations currently in 
effect. 


Persons violating the provision of this law 
will face a fine of not less than $100 or more 
than $500, imprisonment up to 30 days, or 
both. If a violation of the law results in ashanty 
falling through the ice, the owner will be liable 
for three times the cost of shanty removal.
